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Woman accused 
of starting blaze 


A WOMAN started a fire 
in which her boyfriend 
almost died and faked 
graffiti and a string of 
hate messages, it has 
been alleged. 

Sharon Mann, 27, has been 
accused of falsely claiming she 
was the victim of a campaign 
of harassment and trying to 
pin the blame on her former 
lover, a jury at Ipswich Crown 
Court heard on Tuesday. 

It is alleged Mann, of Mill Street, 
Mildenhall, sent herself and fonathan 
Horridge, her boyfriend, threatening 
texts which she claimed had come 
from Peter Crotty, who was initially 
arrested and questioned by police 
and then released. 

The court heard Mr Crotty's 
relationship with Mann had ended 
the previous year in “acrimonious 
circumstances”. 

Giving evidence at the trial, Mr 
Horridge said he had been trapped 
by fire inside the flat in George 
Lambton Avenue, Newmarket, where 
Mann was living on December 15 
2009, and had been rescued by 
firefighters. 

Mr Horridge remained in intensive 
care for a week and doctors had to 
insert a tube into his throat to help 
him breathe. 


Mann managed to escape from the 
burning first floor flat through a 
window. 

Andrew Thompson, prosecuting, 
said investigators had concluded the 
fire had been started deliberately and 
had found a mobile phone inside the 
flat which had allegedly been used to 
send threatening texts to Mann’s 
phone and that of Mr Horridge. 

In an incident late November 2009, 
a window of the flat was damaged 
and graffiti, including the words “die 
bitch” was scrawled on the front 
door, but Mr Thompson said it was 
believed Mann had been responsible. 

Mr Horridge said he had twice 
gone out at Mann’s request to get 
medication for a cold on the night 
the damage was caused, and found 
the damage on his return the first 
time and burning paper stuffed in the 
letterbox the second. 

He said he had not seen anything 
suspicious in the communal 
entrance to the flat when he went in 
or out. 

Mann has pleaded not guilty to 
attempting to pervert the course of 
justice between August 2009 and 
February 2010 by making false 
allegations to police. 

She also denies committing arson 
with intent to endanger life on 
December 15 2009 and an 

alternative, less serious offence of 
arson being reckless as to whether 
life would be endangered. 

The trial continues.

Sight of suffering 
sparks care quest

T HE sight of a Cambodian 

mother forced to give up twin 
boys she could not care for 
convinced a Newmarket woman 
she had to help. 

Myriam Harley, 35, left her parents’ 
home in Studlands Park in 2003 for 
Cambodia to work for Hagar Inter¬ 
national, a charity also operating in 
Afghanistan and Vietnam, which helps 
women and children recover from 
exploitation or abuse. 

Speaking of her first trip to the country 
in 2002, the former Newmarket Upper 
School student said: “In one of these 
villages a woman came out - she was 
holding a toddler, she looked very thin 
and malnourished and she said she had 
given up twin baby boys to an 
organisation a few weeks before.” 

Being an identical twin herself, she 
said, the sight had stayed with her and 
she joined Hagar. 

She said: “It’s not that Hagar takes 
them out of poverty and puts them into a 
rich life or anything, but it helps them to 
become strong, independent and live 
with dignity.” 

While in Cambodia, much of her work 
involved helping women and children 
reintegrate through schooling, housing 


and training and she moved to 
Afghanistan in 2009 as executive director 
of Hagar in the country. 

One of the factors motivating her 
decision to return to England in May was 
the death of several friends carrying out 
medical work in Nuristan last August, at 
the hands of the Taliban in the same 
group as Dr Karen Woo. 

But rather than taking a back seat, Mrs 
Harley has just set up Hagar UK, which 
fundraises for the charity’s work in 
Afghanistan, and is its executive director. 

Mrs Harley, who now lives in London, 
said raising money was so key because 
the charity works with people over a long 
period. 


Hagar UK is currently raising funds for 
a Transitional Care Centre in Kabul for 
women and girls who have left prison 
after committing crimes such as 
escaping forced marriage, which mean 
they cannot return home.

Painting auctioned 
off for fraud victims 



A 300-YEAR-OLD oil paint¬ 
ing of a Newmarket horse¬ 
racing scene - once owned by 
US fraudster Bernie Madoff - 
is set to fetch up to £64,000 at 
an auction in America. 

The picture, Brocklesby Betty, 
with Jockey up at Newmarket, 
before her celebrated match with 
Ashridge Ball, 7 October, 1718, was 
painted by fohnWootton, regarded 
as the the finest horse painter of 
his time. 

It is thought he received £40 for 
the painting. In 1929, it fetched 100 
guineas (£105) when it was sold at 
Christie’s by the sixth Lord 
Sherborne. 

More recently it was acquired by 
Madoff, the American stockbroker 
who admitted using his wealth 
management business to defraud 
thousands of investors of billions 
of dollars. He was jailed for 150 
years in 2009, the maximum 
allowed. 

Madoff’s assets - including his 
large art collection - were seized, to 
be sold in an attempt to reimburse 
his creditors. So far, federal officials 
have raised $25 million - £16 million 
- in this way. 


The painting was set to go under 
the hammer at Christie’s 
Rockefeller Plaza salerooms in 
New York yesterday. 

Wootton, who died in 1764, 
produced several Newmarket 
racing scenes, including one 
owned by the Fitzwilliam Museum 
in Cambridge, entitled A Race On 
The Round Course, Newmarket. 


Other Newmarket paintings by 
him adorn the stately homes of 
Longleat and Castle Howard. 

The Dictionary of British Equest¬ 
rian Artists describes him as “the 
first Englishman to paint horse 
portraits, considered to be the 
horse painter to the aristocracy for 
half a century.” 

His works, often life-size, feat-

ured most of the famous 
racehorses of his time. 

Brocklesby Betty was a chestnut 
filly foaled in 1711. She was bred at 
Brocklesby Park, Lincolnshire, and 
was a celebrated racing mare. 

In 1718, she beat the Duke of 
Bridgewater’s Ashridge Ball in a 
match for 900 guineas. 

At that time, Ashridge Ball was 
seen as the best horse in Britain.

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Animal Health Trust rules out 
plants in mystery illness probe 


A KENTFORD-based animal 
charity believes plants are not 
behind a mystery dog illness 
which it is probing. 

Animal Health Trust (AHT) 
scientists brought in Dr Mark 
Spencer of the Natural History 
Museum in their quest to find 
the cause of the potentially 
lethal seasonal canine illness 
(SCI). 

Their investigations took them 
to Sandringham Estate in 
Norfolk, where a number of dogs 
fell ill last month, but Dr Spencer 
said there were no obvious 
indicators of plants which would 
cause signs of the disease 
through contact. 

Toxic effects from bracken or 
fern spores, blue-green algae, 
non-native plants and fungi are 
also being considered less 
probable causes of the illness 


thanks to the British field 
botanist’s input. 

The charity is now getting 
other experts on board to help 
track down the cause. 

Dr Richard Newton of the AHT 
said: “As with any investigation, 
this is a process of elimination. 
While we’re not ruling plants and 
these other toxic causes out 
completely, we are now focusing 
our efforts on looking at other 
natural sources, such as animal- 
related factors.” 

The charity launched an 
investigation into the illness 
following cases in 2009 and 2010 
which killed some dogs. While 
they have had no reports of 
deaths this year from the illness, 
more cases had been reported 
this September than last. 

Dr Newton said: “We believe 
this is because people are more 


aware of the illness and our 
investigation. We have also 
added an additional study site to 
our investigation following a 
number of reports from vets and 
dog owners of SCI cases.” 

Rendlesham Forest near 
Woodbridge is now under 
investigation by the AHT 
alongside the Sandringham 
Estate, Thetford Forest and two 
sites in Nottinghamshire, but the 
charity emphasised dogs at these 
sites are not at greater risk than 
in other woodland areas. 

The AHT has urged owners to 
take their dogs to the vets if they 
notice they are excessively tired 
or suffering sickness or 
diarrhoea within 24 hours of 
walking in woodland.

Newmarket Open Door’s 
general manager, said: 

“We are very pleased that 
Terry was able to officiate 
at our launch. He is an 
inspiration to our 
residents, trustees, staff, 
volunteers and customers 
alike and, despite a hectic 
schedule across the 



country, has regularly 
made himself available to 
promote our work. 

“Our superstore was 
opened in Craven Way to 
be near the recycling 
centre so that customers 
would offer us items for 
re-use before they threw 
them away. 

“When we heard the 
centre was targeted for 
closure we contacted the 
county council to ask how 
we could help. Now to our 
delight, several months on 


we now found ourselves 
running it. We aim to 
maintain a local facility 
and save people the drive 
to Mildenhall along with 
employment and training 
opportunities for local 
people.” 

The community refuse 
and recycling centre is 
open between 10am and 
4pm every day. it costs 
between £3 and £12 for a 
vehicle to enter the site, 
unless it is bringing only 
recyclables.

Fears over plans 
for extra sewage 


BURWELL parish council 
fears plans to pump 
sewage into the village 
from Reach could lead 
to serious health prob¬ 
lems. 

Anglian Water intends to 
lay a pipeline between the 
villages during next summer 
which will pump Reach’s 
sewage in following the 
completion of improvement 
works to Burwell’s plant. 

But Pat Kilbey, chairman of 
Burwell Parish Council, fears 
there is not enough room to 
enlarge capacity sufficiently 
to accommodate the extra 
waste. 

She said: “There actually 
isn’t space to actually 
increase the capacity 
enough.” 

Ms Kilbey said she thought

Anglian Water was working 
on the basis of outdated 
population figures following 
the growth of the villages. 

She said: “Maybe they have 
got other figures, but I cannot 
see how they can possibly 
upgrade enough to take the 
amount they are thinking of 
pumping in.” 

She said sewage had 
already entered watercourses 
elsewhere in the country and 
said she was very concerned 
this would happen in Burwell 
and cause health problems. 

Lesley Reader, Burwell’s 
parish clerk, said the village’s 
works were already over 
capacity. 

But Antony Innes, a 


spokesman for Anglian Water, 
said there were no capacity 
problems they were aware of. 
Improvements to the Burwell 
treatment works were set to 
start in the new year and 
would be completed before 
the transferral of waste from 
Reach would start. 

These works would 
increase the plant’s capacity 
to 7,000, more than enough to 
accommodate the additional 
flows from Reach, he said. 

He said Anglian Water was 
investing £1.5m in the villages’ 
sewage works to make sure the 
company complies with new 
environmental standards laid 
down by the EU, for example, 
by enlarging its works to take 
out more phosphorous from 
waste-water. 

Mr Innes said: “We believe 
pumping sewage from Reach 


to the Burwell site would be 
the most sustainable and 
economic way of doing this 
and allowing nutrient levels 
in the River Cam to be 
brought down so local 
wildlife can flourish. 

“Our plant at Burwell 
currently serves around 
5,600 people, but was 
designed to serve more than 
this and would be able to 
cope with the small 
additional flows from Reach, 
which currently serves just 
250 people. 

“We have already been in 
touch with landowners who 
might be affected by the 
proposed pipeline between 
Reach and Burwell to advise 
them of our plans and give 
them the opportunity to 
discuss any concerns they 
may have.” 


Mobile skatepark to be brought in as a test 


A MOBILE skatepark is coming to Red 
Lodge for the day following a campaign 
by local youngsters. 

Members of the Red Lodge Youth Club 
approached the village’s parish council in 
2009 with the idea. 

The majority of those surveyed about 
the proposal came out in favour and a 
working group of parents and young 
people was set up to look into what 
equipment would be needed and where a 
skatepark should be placed. 

As part of the process, it was decided a 


mobile skatepark would be brought to the 
Red Lodge Pavilion sports area for the day 
to test-run the location and equipment, 
and to measure the youngsters’ reactions 
after they had had spent some time 
zooming around on the apparatus. 

Members of the youth club themselves 
hope the day will persuade decision¬ 
makers to build a permanent skatepark. 

Clive MacLeod, a member of the youth 
club management committee, said: “The 
Red Lodge Youth Club, on behalf of all the 
youngsters in the village, is appreciative 


of Forest Heath District Council, through 
its young people and community 
development budget, and Suffolk County 
Council, through its locality budget, 
giving financial support for the hiring of a 
mobile skatepark. 

“They hope that, given this 
opportunity, it will convince authorities 
that a permanent skatepark would be 
beneficial attraction to the village.” 

The mobile skatepark will be in place 
between 11am and 4pm on Tuesday, 
October 25.

TELEVISION’S Martin 
Clunes was among those 
with the biggest grins at 
news that a Newmarket 
vets’ charity bike ride 
had raised £20,000.

“I knew I had to pick one 
and one of the trustees of 
ACE is an equine vet in 
Scotland who we filmed with 
and he said these animals 
have a terrible time - they 
really do have a bad time.” 


He and Lorraine King, 
senior sister on the 
haematology day unit at 
Addenbrooke’s, were each 
handed a cheque for £10,000 
by Paul Dewey, the 
inspiration for the bike ride. 

Mr Dewey, 40, partner of 
Josie Meehan, Rossdales’ 
radiographer, completed his 
treatment for lymphatic 
cancer at Addenbrooke’s this 
time last year and cont¬ 
ributed a 100-mile stint to 
the effort. 

He said: “This year we 
decided to raise a bit of 
money. It was meant to be a 
small thing - we thought we 
will do a cycle ride, get some 
fitness back and it just 
snowballed, it went mad.” 

A total of 71 members of 
Rossdales staff, friends and 
relatives cycled 100 or 25 
miles towards the team’s goal 
of 2,500 miles, the distance 
from the Exning clinic to 
ACE’s clinic in Luxor, Egypt, 
and hoped to raise £5,000. 

In fact, they ended up with 
four times that sum and 
cycled a total of 4,100 miles.

Ian Winslet, chief executive of 
the society, said: “We are really 
proud of the barn, which is giving 
our new tenants the chance to live 
independently but with the added 
assurance that help is close by 
should it be needed. 

“There is a real need for this

Suffolk County Council to deliver 
the project. 

“We would like to take this 
opportunity to officially welcome 
our residents to their new homes 
and hope they enjoy creating their 
own garden oasis to enjoy for 
years to come.”

£8k boost to church 
- AFTER ronovation 


MONTHS after a Worlington 
church completed work on its 
medieval tower, an £8,000 
contribution towards the 
project appeared in the post. 

All Saints Church finished £27,000 
of renovation work to its 600-year- 
old tower in May after writing to 
almost 150 sources of funding as 
well as appealing to the community 

But in August, a letter from the 
HB Allen Charitable Trust landed on 
the doormat of Don MacBean, a 
member of the parochial church 
council, containing an £8,000 
cheque for work to the tower. 

He said: “So far as I know, we are 
the first church they have ever given 
a donation to - they do not give to 
churches per se, but I think it was 
the fact that we emphasised it was a 
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medieval tower. 

“They give a lot for historic 
buildings, so I think they are 
interested in the historic aspect 
rather than the churchy aspect.” 

He said he had been astounded 
by the donation, which appeared 
more than half a year after they had 
submitted their bid for funding to 
the trust. 

He said: “It arrived eight months 
after we made the application, by 
which time we had of course 
finished and paid for the work 
because we had already raised the 
money. So I wrote to them, told 
them die situation, that we had paid 
for it and it was all finished, but that 


we had two medieval windows that 
were badly in need.” 

The trust wrote back saying they 
were allowed to keep the money for 
use on the church’s chancel, the 
area around the altar, and the two 
700-year old windows. 

Mr MacBean said work to the 
windows was not urgent, but said 
they do need specialist attention. 

But restoration of the glass will 
not be cheap. Mr MacBean said 
Devlin Plummer Stained Glass, a 
company able to attend to glass of 
that age, is charging £570 to come 
and look at it tomorrow. 

He said: “I think what they have to 
do is to dismande them, take them 
off to their workshop, put 
something up temporarily and do 
all the work, restoration work, and 
then replace them.”

School started 
In 1600s looks 
to the future 


ONE of the UK’s oldest primary 
schools has become one of the 
country’s newest. 

Burrough Green CE Primary School, 
near Newmarket, was founded in the 
early 1600s - but Tuesday, October 18 will 
see the Rt Rev David Thompson, the 
Bishop of Huntingdon, officially open and 
dedicate the school’s many new 
additions. 

The primary school’s ageing original 
structures and more recent extensions 
were beginning to fail by the early 21st 
century as numbers at the school rose. 

August 2009 marked the start of two 
years of building work to transform the 
school, at a cost of about £2.8m. 

A listed building which housed the old 
school has been refurbished, and now 
serves Burrough Green’s playgroup as a 
music room and library. 

The rest of the primary is entirely new 
and accommodates four classes, an 
administration block, a hall and kitchens. 

Burrough Green also hopes to develop 
a museum and gallery to celebrate its 
past, which reaches all the way back to 
the start of the 17th century. 

Dr Anthony Cage, the local rector at the 
time, made the first steps towards the 
school by deciding to leave a house and 
land to raise rent to train an apprentice 
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and pay a poor woman of the parish to 
teach reading. He was inspired by his 
belief that literacy would enable people to 
have a meaningful relationship with God. 

By 1633, the scheme was employing 
two widows, Folkes and Desborough, who 
were teaching people at homes in the 
village. 

It was three quarters of a century later 
that enough money had been gathered to 
build a dedicated school room; a school 
house and an alms house were then 
added on and further endowments of 
land and buildings swiftly followed from 
two doctors from Burrough Green itself 
and Elizabeth March from neighbouring 
Brinkley. 

Youngsters at the school, incredibly, 
still received a bursary thanks to the 
charities until recently. 

Keith Archer, the school’s headteacher, 
said: “The school is very proud of its 
history, but is also proud of the exciting 
future it is carving out for itself as a centre 
of educational opportunity, excitement, 
innovation, and excellence. That - taken 
with its strong sense of moral purpose - 
would have made Dr Cage a very happy 
man.”

Farmer cleared of 
firearms charges 


A JURY has decided that 
owning a gun capable of 
firing flares 500ft into the air 
does not require a firearms 
licence. 

David Lucas, 51, of South Road, 
Lakenheath, was found not guilty 
of possessing a firearm and 
ammunition for it without the 
necessary licence at Ipswich 
Crown Court last Friday. 

The farmer had been arrested 
on August 18 last year after police 
officers searched a portable 
building on his land at Black 
Dyke Fen, Hockwold. 

The court heard Lucas had 
bought the orange gun, which is 
made largely from plastic and

which still bears a $24.99 price 
sticker, in Alaska more than three 
years ago. 

Lucas had said the device did 
not fall under the requirements of 
the 1968 Firearms Act. 

Martyn Levett, prosecuting, 
said the Orion Signal Launcher 
was a weapon which fell within 
strict regulations designed to 
ensure public safety and would 
be “potentially lethal” if fired at 
someone. 

Jonathan Davies, defending, 
said the gun did not have what 
experts considered to be a barrel, 


so it should not be regarded as a 
lethal weapon. 

He added the launcher should 
not be thought of as falling under 
the requirements of the Firearms 
Act because what might appear to 
be the barrel of the launcher was 
shorter than the flares placed 
within it. 

Lucas admitted not being the 
holder of a firearms certificate 
but said he believed it was not 
necessary to hold one for the flare 
launcher and flares found in his 
possession. 

After less than two hours 
deliberating, the jury returned 
not guilty verdicts on both 
charges.

HEN you think of 
David Haig, it’s 
likely you’ll call to 
mind one of Britain’s most 
versatile actors. 

Or rather, that’s probably the second 
thing you’ll think of, after his most 
distinctive feature - the brown 
moustache that’s helped him twitch his 
way through many a role on stage and 
screen. So when the 56 year-old visits 
Cambridge this month to take the lead 
in Alan Bennett’s The Madness of 
George III, it might take you a while 
to recognise him as, for the first time 
in 23 years, Haig is sporting a shaven 
head and face. 

“I’ve been ready to shave it off for a 
long time,” he says. “King George III 
clearly didn’t have a moustache, so I 
didn’t have any choice. But I’m very 
glad it’s happened.” 

Haig is delighted with the role, 
which he has been waiting to get his 
hands on for a while: “For a long time 
when I was too young to play the part 
I’d look at it and read it and think ‘Yes, 
one day.’ Now I’m old enough - sadly, 
on one level - I’m thrilled. I think it’s 
one of the greatest parts ever written, I 
really do.” 

The production promises to be a 
lavish one, with an enormous cast of 
24 to simulate the vibrancy of court 
life. This energy is designed to starkly 
contrast with the isolation of the King 
as he spirals into lunacy, to which Haig 
is clearly sympathetic, admitting: “If I 
went mad I think I’d do it in the way he 
goes mad.” 

A certain feverish quality is visible 
in many of the parts Haig is famous 
for - from his passionate clinch with 


his new wife in Four Weddings and a 
Funeral to the neurotic, buffoonish DI 
Derek Grim in Ben Elton’s sitcom The 
Thin Blue Line, and even as a bereaved 
Rudyard Kipling in the award-winning 
play My Boy Jack, which he wrote and 
performed in himself. 

This play, which was later televised 
starring Daniel Radcliffe as Kipling’s 
son, is without question the project 
which Haig is most proud of, although 
he found the process of performing 
lines he had written peculiar: “I can 
remember originally being frustrated 
and turning to the director saying: 
‘What does this mean?’ And then 
realising that was my fault because I’d 
put the line there in the first place.” 

He describes Radcliffe as 
“terrific”, adding: “He’s an intelligent 
guy, knows exactly where he’s 
heading and what he wants to do. 
Considering how his childhood has 
been defined by this extraordinary 
global awareness, he’s amazingly 
down to earth. I like him very much.” 

The Olivier-winning actor’s career 
has been nothing if not varied, 
comprising film, TV and theatre - 
most recently winning huge critical 
plaudits for his role as PM Jim 
Hacker in the hit West End revival of 
Yes, Prime Minister - and he’s happy 
to keep things that way: “Some 
people like to stick and specialise in 
something, and I like as much variety 
as possible.” 

Perhaps that was what drew him to 
the role of flustered spin doctor Steve 
Fleming in Armando Iannucci’s 
political sitcom The Thick of It, which 
is written in a most unconventional 
way: “You read a skeleton script 
initially and then with the writers 


watching, you improvise around that 
scene. The writers then, on the basis 
of those improvisations, add or take 
away from the scripts.” This is then 
repeated until a final script is 
reached, but Haig adds: “At the 
filming you then improvise around 
the scene on camera. Actually not 
much of the improvised stuff gets 
used, but what it does add are tiny 
little looks, expressions and 
phrases that just add to the whole 
thing and give that feeling of 
fres hn ess.” 

Reflecting on the rom-com which 
brought Hugh Grant to public 
attention, he says: “Nobody knew it 
was going to be the success it was of 
course. It was just a British comedy 
that may or may not have done quite 
well.” 

Haig reunited with Grant when he 
played his brother in the 2002 comedy 
Two Weeks’ Notice. 

And speaking of the unknown - 
when will the moustache be making a 
return to that instantly recognisable 
face? 

“Maybe it will never 
come back,” he

(James Earl Jones), and seize 
control of the grasslands in a 
fragile alliance with the hyenas. 
The scoundrel orchestrates a 
devilish plan to kill Mufasa and 
newborn cub Simba (Jonathan 
Taylor Thomas), the rightful heir to 
Pride Rock, by luring them into a 
canyon during a wildebeest 
stampede, in which Mufasa dies 
while saving his son from being 
crushed. 

Simba is overwhelmed by guilt - 
inflamed by Scar’s cruel words - 
and flees his homeland, collapsing 
in the jungle where he befriends 
and eccentric double-act — 
neurotic meerkat Timon (Nathan 
Lane) and flatulent warthog 
Pumbaa (Ernie Sabella). 


Years later, a full-grown Simba

The Lion King 3D is an unmissable 
roar from the past which 
effortlessly tugs the heartstrings.

Grafters get their rewards 


T HIS year, amid all 
the hubbub of family 
life, I’m ashamed to 
say that I forgot about 
several plug plants which 
had been posted to me by 
Suttons, including the FI 
tomato Conchita and the 
FI aubergine Scorpio 
varieties. 

They remained in their plastic 
delivery tubs far longer than they 
should have done and when I 
finally planted them into pots on 
my sheltered, sunny patio in June, 
they understandably looked 
somewhat forlorn. 

However, in no time at all they 
perked up and, with a little TLC, 
all the plants have now given me 
plentiful crops, which is more 
than I can say for another tomato 
plant I bought from a nursery, 
planted out immediately and 
lovingly tended but which has 
succumbed to late blight. 

Amazed at the harvest I 
received from the plants I first 
neglected, I discovered that they 
were all grafted plants. The 
growers select vigorous disease- 
resistant rootstocks and graft tasty 
varieties on top, removing the top 
of the tasty variety by hand, using 
a small blade to slice diagonally 
across the stem. 

The strong rootstock of the 


the rootstock encourages greater 
vigour and your plants will crop 
earlier and continue later into 
autumn and produce heavier 
crops, plus they will have greater 
resistance to pests and diseases. 

Suttons is increasing its range 
of new grafted plants for 2012, 
featuring the tomatoes FI Cupido, 
a small, sweet plum type replacing 
Dasher in the range, along with 
Tomato Twins, which has two 
varieties from two grafts and one 
rootstock, producing two different 
types of cherry tomato - 
Orangino and Florryno - on two 
stems, and Tomato F1 Shirley, 
which produces medium-sized 
fruit. 

Other grafted plants you can try 
include sweet peppers, melons, 
cucumbers and butternut squash. 

Of course, there will always be 
those who argue that the relatively 
high price of grafted plants will 
be prohibitive and that it’s just as 
easy to grow tomatoes from seed 
and end up with many more plants 
for their money. 

Just be aware that, if you are a 
beginner or have had endless 
failures with tomatoes in recent 
years because of blight, the 
rootstock of grafted plants is 
highly resistant to soil-borne pests 
and diseases which can build up 
in greenhouse border soil and 
elsewhere.

second variety is then removed by 
the same process and the two 
plants are grafted together using a 
special clip, which drops off 
naturally as the plant grows. 

I have found that the grafted 
plants I tested have been resilient 
enough to resist my initial neglect 
and avoid the late blight which 
has obliterated the fruits on my 
non-grafted plant. 

Likewise, my grafted 
aubergine, which hasn’t been fed 
as much as it might, has already 
produced half a dozen large fruits 
and more are coming. 

Grafted tomato plants have 
been used by commercial growers 
for many years and available to 
home gardeners for the last five, 
but many amateurs are unaware of 
the increased yields and vigour 
they offer. 

Although they can cost an 
average of £10 for three plants,

Curveball: Transport Secretary Philip Hammond has suggested raising 
the motorway speed limit from 70mph to 80mph. 

Hammond’s motorway 
speed ‘can of worms’ 


A LARGE can of automotive 
worms was opened earlier this 
month when Transport Secretary 
Philip Hammond floated the idea 
of raising the speed limit on the 
UK’s motorways from the current 
70mph to 80mph, writes Matt 
Joy, of the Press Association. 

Part of the problem is that the 
reasons Hammond gave for the 
potential change are somewhat 
questionable. 

Yes, the speed limit is nearly 50 
years old, and technology has 
moved on substantially. But the 
cars are actually a small part of 
the equation. Driving standards 
have barely changed in those 50 
years, in fact there’s a case for 
arguing they are worse. 

Our modern cocoons are so 
insulated from the outside we 
drive with much less caution and 
respect, and trust that our airbags 
and safety cells will protect us. 


Which is true, but that doesn’t 
mean we should take chances 
any more than if we’re behind the 
wheel of a death trap. 

The argument about journey 
times is also rather flawed. You 
don’t even need a GCSE in maths 
to work out that an extra 10mph 
will save you the grand total of 
seven minutes per hour. 

If that’s enough to generate 
millions of pounds worth of 
savings, let’s look at daft traffic 
light phasing and congestion 
busting first. 

And don’t forget that your 
higher speed will cost you more 
in fuel and emissions, as well as 
requiring you to fill up more often. 

The same environmental factors 
have been used to argue that the 
limit should stay as it is for years. 

The final issue is enforcement. 

Be careful what you wish for!

Cecil reveals he has ‘two or three ideas’ for Frankel tactics, but he won’t blaze a trail in QEII 


SIR Henry Cecil does not 
expect Frankel to resume 
front-running tactics on his 
final scheduled appearance 
of the year in Saturday’s 
Queen Elizabeth II Stakes. 

Cecil was reluctant to 
disclose too many details of 
potential tactics at a QIPCO 
British Champions Day 
press conference in 
Newmarket on Monday, but 
the legendary trainer would 
prefer the unbeaten-in- 
eight colt not to repeat his 
trail-blazing exploits in the 
2000 Guineas. 

That was the second of 
the Frankel’s four runs this
